W HEREAS it is expedient to make further Provision for Preamble, 
the Regulation of Markets and Pairs in Ireland : Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. The following Words and Expressions in this Act shall have the 
Meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there be something in the ugetl in t i,; s 
Subject or Context repugnant to such Construction; (that is to say,) Act:

Wether, Lamb, Goat, Kid, or Swine; and the Expression “the 
- Collector ” shall mean the Person appointed by the Owner of any 20 
Market or Fair to collect the Tolls authorized by this Act, and 
shall include the Assistants of the Collector; the Expression 
“Superior Courts” shall mean Her Majesty's Superior Courts of 
Record at Dublin; the Word “Justice” shall mean Justice of the 
Peace acting for the Place where the Matter requiring the Cognizance 25 
of any such Justice arises, and if such Matter arise in respect of any 
Market or Fair situated not wholly in any One Jurisdiction, shall 
mean a Justice acting for the Place where any Part of such Market 
or Fair shall be situated; the Word “Person” shall include a Cor* 
poration, whether aggregate or sole. 30

‘ honestly, according to the best of my Skill and Judgment, fulfil

‘ and Fairs (Ireland) Act, 1858.’” 

. And the Appointment of such Commissioner or Assistant Com- 
missioner, with the Time when and the Name of the Justice or Baron 
before whom he shall have made the said Declaration, shall be iorth- 
30 with published in the Dublin Gazette.

sworn, or shall not make answer to all such Questions as shall be 
lawfully put to him by the Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner, 
or shall refuse or fail to -produce before the Commissioner or Assistant 25 
Commissioner any such Deed, Book, Paper, Document, or Writing, 
being in or under his Custody, Possession, or Power, as shall be 
lawfully required to be produced by him, he shall be subject to a ' 
Penalty for every such Offence not exceeding Ten Pounds. 

XI. The Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner may, if he think 30 
fit, receive in Evidence Affidavits, and such Affidavits may be made 
before any Justice of the Peace, or any Person empowered to take
